In a SOOrnful and defiant lone. 
" Commentator" asks : "Show us a 
single instance of a deaf mute College 

graduate, who has labored disintei 

«jdly for the cause "f the 'leaf anil 

dumb." We conid easily reply to 
that question, but it is such an ab- 
surd one as lo require no notice. 

However, we will be lint too happy to 

inform " Commentator" where can 
be found college graduates that have 
rendered i liemselvcs illustrious and 
brought our class to public favor. 

Here, in thisoollege, are two,— Profs. 

Motohkiss and Draper, who lit, the 
bill. The former is widely known

For, in the lirst place, the 

college graduates are presented to us 

as disinclined to associate with their 

gifted brethren, and then Ii 

shown that they are willing lo serve 

as teachers of tuoir class, and to be 
lordmute at that.

And tho conclusion 
now arrived at is that the most weighty 
aniens which have appeared upon the 
subject— weighty because they ema- 
nated from the pens of those most 
competent to speak in the premises, 
ami whose arguments were based up- 
on tho solid foundation of / 
point to the nun. cessily of a college. 
A friend lately writing fo me upon 
this subject says that " tho ability to 
to speak and to read the lips, would 
lines more beneficial to the 
young ladies than a knowledge of the 
Classics.'' 
As to the plan proposed by our Chi 
lends, of a National Industrial 
High School, although excellent and 
and practical in character it is, I fear, 
impracticable to carry out, for s.
